HE general importance of education in Art having 

been dwelt upon in the first of these articles, and 
the special importance of education in general to the 
artist having formed my subject in the second, I think 
we may now proceed to consider more technical matters. 

There are many ways in which Drawing is taught, and 
each has its advocates. ‘The first thing to be attained is, 
of course, the power of making those lines by which every 
form in nature can be expressed, and the next 18 the art 
of combining them. ‘The pupil haying achieved so much, 
should take outline drawings of the simplest forms, and 
imitate them with a pencil. After this, most teachers 
carry the beginner on to subjects having more varied 
lines, and then to those in which they are more numerous 
and complex; and so they continue drawing from the 
flat, month after month, acquiring a certain degree of 
skill, but merely as copyists. I believe it is a better and 
more philosophical course when the pupil has mastered a 
subject simple or complex from the flat, to put her, or 
him, before the same or some similar object in reality. 
If a pupil goes on from the simplest combinations of lines, 
and so by degrees to landscape and figure subjects, all 
from the flat, she will invariably have to go through the 
same course of drudgery again, and commence her studies 
from ‘‘ the round,” as it is technically called, with objects 
of the simplest and most uninteresting kind, whereas had 
she drawn these simple objects from the round just after 
sho had succeeded in drawing them from the flat, they 
would have had an interest for her which they could not 
otherwise have. It is not nico after you have been 
making pictures to go back to the manufacture of mere 
diagrams. 

At this stago of my progress it strikes me that I should 
be glad to know what tho requirements of my pupils 
absolutely are. 
who may be using these articles will let me know what 
progress they haye made, if any, and in what direction, jE 
will endeavour so to frame my future course of instruc- 
tion as to render it of more practical utility.

PANCAKE RECEIPTS—HOME AND FOREIGN. 
(Continued from our last number.)’ 


Gincer Pancaxes.—Yolks of six eggs; whites of threa; one 
quart of milk; two spoonfuls of grated ginger ; a pinch of salt ; 
a wineglassful of brandy; six ounces of flour. Beat six 
eggs (leaving out the whites of three), and stir them into a 
quart of milk, Mix the flour smooth with a few spoonfuls 
of the milk; and add the remainder by degrees; then put in 
the grated ginger, pinch of salt, and a glass of brandy ; stir all 
thoroughly together. Puta large piece of butter into a frying- 
pan, and when very hot, pour in a ladleful of the batter, shake 
the pan, and when one side is sufliciently done, turn it on the 
other, totightly brown both sides, aise the pan at the handle 
that the pancakes may drain. Sift loaf sugar over them, and 
serve quickly. 

Prusstan Pancakes.—One pound of flour; one ounce of 
yeast; a little milk; two ounces of loaf sugar ; four eggs; three 
ounces of butter; the peel of half a lemon; orange marmalade 
or apricotjam. Puta poundof flour intoa bowl, and put into the 
centre anounce of liquid yeast ; add sufficient milk toform a stiff 
dough, and set it by the fire to rise. Melt three oxnces of butter, 
addit to foureggs, alittle gratedlemon pee!, and about two ounces 
of sifted sugar. Beat it all well together, add it to the dough, 
and again beat it untii it will separate from the bowl. Roll 
this mixture into a number of balls any size you prefer, fill each 
with marmalade or apricot jam, and set them to rise inside a 
screen on a shcet of tin with a floured paper under them, 
ee put them into a large pan of boiling lard and fry them 
nicely. 

Inisn Pancaxes.—Yolks of eight eggs; whites of four; 
one pint of cream; a little grated nutmeg; two ounces of 
sugar; peel of a lemon grated; three ounces of fresh butter ; 
six ounces of flour. Warm a pint of cream over a slow fire, and 
strain into itthe yolks of eight well beateneggs, and the whites of 
four, with two ounces of pounded sugar, a little nutmeg and the 
peel of alemon grated ; warm the butter and stir it into the cream. 
Lhen mix in six ounces of flour to form a smooth batter. Put 
a piece of butter at the bottom of the pan, pour in the batter, 
and fry the pancakes very thin. When done, place them on 
a hot dish on one another, and serve them quickly, and as hot 
as possible. 

New Enouanp Pancaxes.—One pint of cream ; six spoonfuls 


_ of flour; eight yolks, four whites of eggs; two ounces and a half 


of powdered sugar ; some grated lemon peel or cinnamon. _ Mix 
ina pint of good cream six spoonfuls of flour very smooth ; 
then add the yolks of eight eggs, and the whites of four. Put 
the pancakes into a pan of hot butter, fry them very thin, and 
between each strew some pounded sugar, and grated lemon 
peel or cinnamon, and send up several rolled separately in the 
same dish, 

Pancakrs with MarmaLape.—Four eggs; four ounces of 
dried flour ; a quarter of a pint of milk; a quarter of a pint of 
cream; a quarter of a pound of loaf sugar, and some orange 
marmalade. Make a smooth batter with the flour, eggs, milk, 
and cream, and when well mixed pour half a small teacupful 
into a pan of very hot butter, brown it nicely on one side, toss 
it over, and turn it on a dish. Whenall are done, spread some 
orange marmalade over each. Roll them up, cut off the ragged 
edges, place them on a sheet of tin, sift some pounded sugar 
over them, and lightly glaze the whole with a hot salamander ; 
fold a napkin on a dish, and serve the pancakes up on it.

Honsr-ravisn Sauce (German).—To be eaten with boiled 
meat. Do not scrape the horse-radish until immediately before 
it is wanted. Throw it into boiling sweet cream. Add a little 
salt, one spoonful of sugar, a few currants, and, just before 
serving, a spoonful of good rich gravy, with the fat belonging 
to it. 

Sauce Porrraps (French).—-Cut onions, carrots, and parsnips 
in slices, and fry them in butter; when they begin to turn 
yellow flour them. Pour in good red wine, and add a little 
vinegar, a clove of garlic, parsley, a bay leaf, basil, a little 
cayenne pepper, and salt. When this has boiled for half an 
hour strain and add peppercorns. : 

JeLiy rrom GeLating.—Oneounce and halfof gelatine put over 
night into a pint of cold water, with the rinds and juice of three 
lemons. Next morning add a pint of pone water, half a pint of 
sherry,the whites and shells of three eggs,and sweeten to your taste. 
Boil the whole ten minutes, and strain through a jelly bag. 
This will make a quart of jelly. Be suro not to stir the mixture 
after it is placed on the fire. 

Craner Jevry.—Dissolve half a pound of loaf sugar and an 
ounce and a quarter of isinglass in half a pint of water, add to 
this three-quarters of a pint of claret, a few drops of burnt 
sugar, and a wineglassful of brandy, Strain the jelly till bright, 
pour into the mould, and let itremain in a cold place till firmly 
set. 

Crear Gravy Sovr.—Housewives are often asking how to 
make good clear gravy soup. Tho following receipt is recom- 
mended by Mrs. Bowman in the “ New Cookery Book.” La 
at the bottom of the stewpan half a pound of lean ham sliced, 
then three pounds of lean beef, and over it three pounds of veal, 
all in slices. If any bones be left break them and lay them 
on the meat; peel four onions, slice two carrots, two turnips, 
anda head of celery, and with a bunch of sweet herbs, four 
cloves and a blade of mace, add all to the meat, over which 
pour one quart only of water, and place the stewpan, covered, 
over a slow fire till the meat is brown; thon turn it, but be 
careful that it does not scorch. Then add three quarts of boiling 
water; let it stew gently for an hour till you have carefully 
removed all the scum that rises; after which, place the stewpan 
at the side of the fire, now adding two teaspoonfals of salt 
Let it simmer for four hours; strain it through a tamis into an 
earthenware vessel, and set it by to cool. Then carefull 
remove the fat; and when poured off to heat, do not distur 
the sediment. The soup should be perfectly clear, and of an 
amber colour; and will look better without any addition of 
vegetables, j : 

los ro Cook Ricz.—‘' Noone can boil rice like a palkee- 
bearer; every grain comes out of the chattic as dry as wheat, 
and nothing more simple ; the rice is put into a small earthern 
vessel, with cold water, and set, covered, by the fire; when well 
boiled, but not overmuch, the water is poured off, and the rice 
still left in the vessel by the fire; give it ashake now and then 
till wanted, and all will turn out dry as meal,”—Aajor-General 
Bell's Rough Notes of an Old Soldier. 

Hor Yrast.—Takethree quarts of water, twelvelarge potatoes, 
and a handful of hops. Boil the hops in the water until the 
quantity is reduced to two quarts. When the potatoes are done, 
peel them, and while hot, mash them, and strain the hop water 
on them, Add one large tablespoonful of salt, and one of sugar 
or molusses ; also, one teacup of yeast,

fee there are many names of historical note 
associated with the week upon which we enter to- 
morrow, and notably that of Handel, who was born at 
Halle, in Saxony, on the 24th of February, 1684; James 
Harvey, whose “ Meditations” have secured so prominent 
a placo in English literaturo, who was born on the 26th 
of February, 1713, at Hardingstone, a small village about 
a mile from Northampton; and Susan Cromwell, 
youngest daughter of the long-headed, burly Lord-Pro- 
tector, who died on the 28th of Webruary, 1834, at the 
ripe old age of ninety; it is unnecessary for us to dwell 
upon them in our ‘ Gossip” as the leading events of their 
lives aro surely familiar eyen to the most superficial 
reader, 

Two days of the wook, however, are of undoubted 
interest, even thus late in the nineteenth century, espe- 
cially amongst the youth of the humbler classes—not 
because of names associated with them, but on account of 
the strange contrasts to which they give rise, We rofer, 
of course, to Shrove Tuesday and Ash Wednosday. 


Shrove Tuosday, moro generally spoken of, perhaps,» 


amongst the poor as Pancake-day, derives its name from 
the ancient practice in the Church of Rome of confessing 
sins, and being shrived or slrove—i.e., obtaining absolu- 
tion, on this day. In Scotland, where the day is less 
regarded than in England, it is called Faston’s Hen. In 
the ‘‘ Book of Days’? many interesting particulars of the 
ancient observances associated with Shrove Tuesday are 
enumerated, some of which, at least, our readers may be 
pleased to learn. The merriment began, strictly speaking 
(we aro told) the day before, being what was. called 
Collop Monday, from the practico of eating collops of 
salted meat and eggs on that day. Then did the boys 
begin their Shroyetide perambulations in quest of little 
treats which their senior neighbours used to haye in store 
for them-—-singing :— 


Shrovotide is nigh at hand, 
And I be come a shroving ; 
Pray, dame, something, 
An apple or a dumpling. 


When Shrovo ‘Tuesday dawned, tho bells wero sot a-ring- 
ing, and everybody abandoned himself to amusement 
and good humour. All through the day there was a pre- 

aring and deyouring of pancakes, as if some profoundly 
important religious principle were involved in it. The 

ancako and Shroyé ‘luesday are inextricably associated 
in the popular mind and in old literature. Before being 
eaten thore was always a great deal of contention among 
the eaters, to seo which could most adroitly toss them in 
the pan. Shakespearo makes his clown, in ‘‘ All’s Weil 
that Ends Well,” speak of something being ‘‘as fit as a 
pancake for Shrove Tuesday.” It will be recollected that 
the parishioners of the Vicar of Wakefield ‘religiously 
ate pancakes at Shrovetide.” 

It was customary to present tho first pancake to the 
greatest slut or lie-a-bed of the party, “‘ which commonly 
falls to the dog’s share at last, for no one will own it their 
(lue.” 

In the timo of Elizabeth, it was a practice at Eton 
for the cook to fasten a pancake to a crow (tho ancient 
equivalont of the knocker) upon the school door. 

At Westminster School, the following custom is 
observed to this day :-—At 11 o’clock a.m. a verger of the 
Abboy, in his gown, bearing a silver baton, emerges from 
the college kitchen, followed by the cook of the school, in 
his white apron, jacket and cap, and carrying a pancake. 
On arriving at the school-room door, he announces him- 
self, The cook”; and having entered the school-room, 
he advances to the bar which separates the upper school 
from tho lower one, twirls the pancake in the pan, and 
then tosses it oyer the bar into the upper school, among a 
crowd of boys, who scramble for the pancake; and ho 
who gets it unbroken, and carries it to the deanery, 
demands the honorarium of a guinea (sometimes two 
guineas) from the Abbey funds, though the custom is not 
mentioned in the Abbey statutes: the cook also receives 
two guineas for his performance. Among the revels which 
marked tho day, football seems, in most places, to have 
been conspicuous. ‘The London apprentices enjoyed it in 
Finsbury Fields, At Teddington, it was conducted with 
such animation that careful houscholders had to protect 
their windows with hurdles and bushes, 

The other Shroyetide observances were chiofly of a local 
nature. Tho old plays make us aware of a licence which 
the London ’prentices took on this occasion to assail houses 
of dubious repute, aud cart the unfortunate inmates 
through the City. This seems to hayo been done partly 
under fayour of a privilego which the common people 


assumed at this time of breaking down doors for sport, | 
and of which we have perhaps some remains, in a practice | 


which still exists in somo remote districts, of throwing 
broken crockery and other rubbish at doors. In Dorsot- 
shire and Wiltshire, if not in other counties, the latter 
practice is called Lent Crocking. The boys go round in 
small parties, headed by a leader, ‘‘who goes up and 
knocks at the door, leaving his followers behind him,

Sometimes ho gets a bit of bread and cheeso, and at some 
houses he is told to be gone; in which latter case, ho calls 
up his followers to send their missiles in a rattling broad- 
side against the door. It is rather remarkable that in 
Prussia, and perhaps other parts of central Europe, the 
throwing of broken crockery at doors is a regular practice 
at marriages. Lord Malmesbury, who, m 1791, married 
a Princess of that country as proxy for the Duke of York, 
tells us that the morning after the ceremonial a great heap 
of such rubbish was found at her Royal Highness’s door. 
Ash Wednesday has its legends also, and the main facts 
of its history have been epitomised as follows:—It is an 
ancient custom of the Christian Church to hold as a period 
of fasting and solemnity the forty days preceding aster, 
in commemoration of the miraculous abstinence of Jesus 
when under temptation. From lengen-tide, a Saxon term 
for spring (as being the timo of the lengthening of the 
day), came the familiar word for this period—LEn’. 
Originally, the period began on what is now the first 
Sunday in Lent; butit being found that when Sundays, 
as improper for fasting, were omitted, there remained 
only thirty-six days, tho period was made by Pope 
Gregory to commence four days earlicr—namely, on what 
has since been called Ash Wednesday, This name was 
derived from the notable ceremony of the day in the 
Romish Church. It being thought proper to remind the 
faithful, at commencement of the great penitential season, 
that they were but dust and ashes, the priests took a 
quantity of ashes, blessed them, and sprinkled them with 
holy water. ‘he worshipper then approaching in sack- 
cloth, the priest took up some of the ashes on the end of 
his fingers, and made with them the mark of tho cross on 
the worshipper’s forehead, saying, ‘‘ Memento, homo, quia 
cinis es,.et in pulverem reverteris” (Remember, man, that 
you are of ashes, and into dust will return), The ashes 


used were commonly made of the palms consecrated on 
the Palm Sunday of the previous year. In England, soon 
after the Reformation, the use of ashes was discontinued, 
as ‘*a yain show,” and Ash Wednesday thence became 
only a day of marked solemnity, with a memorial of its 
original character in a reading of the curses denounced 
against impenitent sinners.

THE LADY'S OWN PAPHR, 


A BELGIAN correspondent sends particulars of tho 
opening of the fancy fair got up by Royalty for the benefit 
ot the distressed poor; an example certainly worth imi- 
tating by other and richer Sovereigns. There was only 
one drawback to the complete success of the fair on the 
first evening, and this was the insufficiency of the place 
to hold the crowd, although the directors of the Botanical 
Gardens had given up the whole range of their glass- 
houses to the disposal of the ladies forming the committee. 
The place was admirably lighted up, a good band was in 
attendance, and flowers were as abundant as at mid- 


summer. The Queen was there attired in a blue dress, 
blue bonnet, and a magnificent gold-embroidered shawl. 
Most of the principal families of the country were repre- 


sented by one or more members. The prettiest effect of 


the evening, however, was produced by groups of children, 
dressed in true Turkish fashion, moving about amongst the 
visitors, offering Turkish wares of every description at a 
fabulously low price. It was said that the dresses, as 
well as the wares, were the gifts of a rich family living at 
Constantinople, who have had them made purposely for 
this fancy fair, and that the box containing tho same had 
fortunately arrived just at the very nick of time, so as to 
do used on the opening night. 


Many of our readers haye doubtless often exporienced 
and lamented the inconvenionces apparently indissolubly 
connected with fashionable evening receptions : the crush, 
the formality, the stiffness, and the sense of weariness 
arising from forced display and assumed good humour. 
Itis with pleasure, therefore, that we receive the assurance 
of a Paris correspondent that in that city tho stiffness 
and formality ordinarily attending invitations and recep- 
tions are evidently giving place to greater simplicity and 
freedom. It is observable that every year introduces 
some acceptable innovation in this sense, and, notwith- 


standing, the dinners, scirees, and balls loso nothing of 


their eclat; but the contrary may be said. The Mar- 
chioness de Moustier has given a distinguished example 
of this unrestrained suayity of manners, which could not 
fail to be quickly followed. It was that lady who took 
the initiative this year of those easy and elegant social 
gatherings known as invitations intimes ; and her Wed- 
nesday evening receptions have been all the more attrac- 
tive on that account. The lady of the Ministry of the 
Interior, Madame Vinard, adopting a similar method, 
merely encloses her card to her friends and acquaintances, 
with the following words written thereon :—‘* On dansera 
en petit comité les Mardis 11, 18, et 25 Vévrier.” Paris,

took the better he should be. He was found dead in his 
bed the next morning, with the empty bottle in his hand. 
At the Coroner’s inquest the jury censured the dispensary 
man for giving out medicines unaccompanied by written 
directions as to the quantity to be taken; and this, we 
suppose, is all that could reasonably be expected from 
them, though they might havo said much more. Who 
that has any acquaintance with the poor is not aware that 
a great deal of not only unnecessary, but highly injurious, 
physicking is regularly carried on; ‘just a little’”—oh 
that the meaning of the word were moro strictly defined !— 
‘medicine for the children once a week to keep them in 
good health,” with a thorough doctoring (necessitating 
confinement to the house) at the “rise” and *‘ fall” of the 
season! ‘There can. be no question that an immense 
amount of harm is done in this way to the childron of 
the poor; while amongst the upper classes, and the 
higher section cf the middle classes, tho evil is, we 
regret to know, also to be found in baneful operation ; 
though, in the latter cases, it assumes a different form. 
Ryery candid physician of large practice will confess that 
a large proportion of the cases to which ho is called to 
administer are such as require neither the advice of a 
doctor nor the use of a drug, and, unhappily, most of such 
yoluntary patients, eager to display their tongues to the 
inspection and to submit their pulses to the titillation of 
the fashionable physician of town or village, and to reveal 
to him the mysteries of their digestion and other functions, 
are women, Of these there aro many, doubtless, who 
are afflicted with what may be considered a real malady 
—hypochondria. Such believe themselves to be ill, and 
in fact are so, and require, if not a doctor or q drug, both 
physical and moral treatment, There are many more, 
however, who know that they aro well, and yet pretend 
to be ill, It seems strange that anyone should be so fond 
of being drenched with drugs and scorched with blisters 
as to affect a disease that does not exist. A celebrated 
divine, in making an eloquent appeal in behalf of a city 
dispensary, assured his listeners that they might bestow 
their money without fear of its being wasted upon im- 
postors, for where, he asked, could you find a human 
being who would lie for a taste of castor-oil, or the sen- 
sation of an active dose of Epsom galtg ? 
such impostors are not frequent arnon 
forced to resort to the unsophisticated drugging and rude 
handling of the dispensary doctor, they abound among 
the rich and delicate females who compose the larger por- 
tion of the patients of the sympathetic physician of 
fashion, and it would be a happy thing if some philan- 
thropic individual would set herself to work to find for 
such sot disant patients a less injurious method of secur-

Many ball dresses this year are worn shors, and consist 
of a petticoat or first skirt of gros grain or taffetas trimmed 
on the hem, and above this a skirt of tarlatan, tule, crepe, 
or net, open in front, and looped up round the skirt in the 
shepherdess or Watteau style.

An elegant dress for a bride is of rich white satin made 
perfectly plain, long, and trainy, with a plain high cor- 
sage, and long close sleeves.

THE HAIL, 


Tux following interesting facts in reference to human hair 
will probably be new to many of our readers :— ; 

When hairs are left to their natural growth, they attain a cer- 
tain length, and are then thrown off by a process analogous to the 
change of the coat in animals, or the moult of birds, their 
place being supplied by young hairs, which grow from the 
same tubes ; and this temporary decadence of the hair occurs, 
also, when it is kept cvt of moderate length. 

The ordinary length of the hair of the head, as deduced from 
its measurement in women, ranges between twenty inches and 
a yard, the latter being considered as unusually long. But in 
some instances the length is much greater; a case has come to 
our notice of a lady in whom it measures two yards, and trails 
on the ground when she stands erect. 

‘The shapo of individual hairs is cylindrical for the smaller 
kinds, and more or less oval for those which grow to an 
length. The hairs of the head are never perfectly cylindrical, 
and those of the eyebrows and beard are more or less oval in 
contour, When left to their natural growth, the end or tip is 
always conical or pointed. 

With respect to colour, as a condition associated with diversity 
in thickness, modern observa- 
tions tend to show that flaxen 
is the finest, and black the 
coarsest hair. Gray hairs 
commonly represent in thick- 
ness the colour which they 
succeed; but, asa general rule, 
white hairs: which intrude 
themselves as age advances, are 
coarser than the hairs among 
which they are found. 

‘The hair-tubes are not placed 
perpendicularly, but obliquely 
in the skin; hence the direc- 
tion of the hairs, after their 
escape from the tubes, is in the 
sume sense inclined towards the 
surface; and the “set’’ of the 
huir, from the root to the point, 
is governed by a law as pre- 
cise as that which regulates 
any other of the secondary 
vital functions. Thus, on the 
head, the hair radiates from a 
single point, the c own, to every 
part of the circumference, mak- 
ing a gentle sweep behind, to- 
wards the left, and in front, to 
the right. The direction of this 
sweep is naturally indicated in 
the heads of children, 

Mr. Cooley’s remarks on the 
treatment of the hair, in his 
“Toilet and Cosmetic Arts,” 
are so much to the purpose that 
we cannot do better than refer 
to them atthis point. Medical 
writers, he observes, have fre- 
quently pointed out the ill 
effects of the free use of oils or 
greasy articles for the hair; 
but their warnings appear to be 
unheeded by the generality of 
the public. Erasmus Wilson, 
one of the most eminent and 
practical of these writers, ob- 
jects to their use altogether. 
‘here are exceptions to every rule, however, The ill effects 
referred to chietly occur from oils, &e., being used when not 
required, and in excess, and the evils are aggravated by the 
neglect of thorough cleanliness. It may be here remarked 
that liquid oleaginous substances appear to be more congenial 
to the hair and scalp than solid ones—this is why pomatums 
or pomadcs are inferior to oils—though each is alike injurious 
when unnecessarily used or in excess. Among the former the 
bland oils—as those of behen, the olive, and the almond—hold 
the first place ; among the latter the soft fat of the ox and the 
calf, clarified beef-marrow, veal suet, and fresh hog’s-lard are 
to be preferred. The addition of wax to oils or fats, to give 
them greater consistence, renders them more “ clogging,” and 
thus, also, more objectionable. ‘Thus it is that “lard pomatum, 
as it is called, is injurious, ‘The only way in which it can safely be 
used, is under the form of cosmetique, merely to lay or set the hair. 

‘To improve the growth and luxuriance of the hair, when 
languid or defective, the only natural and perfectly safe method 
that can be adopted is to promote the healthy action of the 
skin of the scalp, by increasing the vigour of the oe ale of 
the blood through the minute vessels. For this purpose, a be 
is so simple and effective as gentle excitation of the SKIN rt 
frequent application of the hair-brush.

When the hair is un- 
naturally greasy and lax, a defect that seldom occurs, the use 
of an astringent wash, or of a little simple oil slightly scented 
with the essential oil of almonds, will tend to remove or lessen it,

February, as we have elsowhere stated, is a capital month to 
look after the edgings of the garden; and wo would, therefore, 
supplement the instructions we have already given as to the 
planting of box, by the following recommendations of Dr, 
Patterson, in ‘The Manse Garden.” For other edging, the 
Doctor remarks, after speaking of box, sea-pink is very good, 
but it soon gets deformed with blanks, unless taken up and re- 
planted: whereas box, annually clipped in autumn, will serve 
for the half of a lifetime. London-pride admits of paring, and 
will last for five years ; coarse polyanthus or primrose does well 
beneath trees. . Should the root of an old tree come in the way, 
it is easy to keep up the green line by planting periwinkle, 
which needs little soil, or ivy at some distance, and leading the 
runners. past the tree, where they will take root all the way, 
and, being clipped, make a handsome appearance, The propen-

The planting of all deciduous shrubs and ornamental trees 
should now be hurried on to a conclusion, as many of the forward 
kinds will soon begin to vegetate. 

Those of our readers who save their seed from year to year, 
and raise plants for themselves, should now make‘a slight hot- 
bed for tender annuals, if it has not already been made, and sow 
withont further delay. We have already given practical and 
simple directions on this’ subject, it is unnecessary, therefore, 
for us to enter again into details. 

Annuals sewn in autumn, that have brayed the winter, and 
are standing too close togothor, should now be thinned out to 
allow the plants fully to develop themselves, By this means a 
much greater display of flowers will be obtained, while the plants 


will suffer less from damp during the wet weather that we may | 


reasonably expect. 


Though it 1s almost too carly yet for general planting, hardy | 


annuals may be sown in a dry sheltered situation. In order to 
fill up the vacancies that will occur when the early bulbs haye 
done flowering, a considerable sowing of hardy annuals might 
bo made in a reserve bed, from which they can’ be taken when 
required to plant in the borders. A sowing of many sorts may 
now be made, with another sowing in March and a third in 
April. While upon this subject, the reader should be warned 
that among the worst mistakes to which amateurs are liablo, 
that of sowing seeds too thickly is the most general and most 
futal; for when they vegetate and begin to grow they kill one 
another-—-they damp off, and, if not promptly thinned, to give 
room, they all perish, Annuals in patches ought not to be 
nearer than two inches apart; and when they have grown a 
little they should be thinned out to four inches, so that not more 
than cight plants could be grown in a foot circle; but four or 
six would be cnough. Not more than a dozen seeds should be 
sown in each patch, and the sooner those be reduced to half
